The Sunday-school Room is as large as an ordinary church, witha 
high open roof sustained, like that of the church, by “semicircular 
braced rafters of great massiveness and strength." The rooms below 
are very spacious, and are designed for the Parish Assembly Room or 
Library, the Sewing Society, Sewing School, the Infant School, Bible 
Classes, and all other parochial organizations. 

The Congregation desire to raise a sufficient amount to furnish 
each apartment appropriately, and prefer to have recourse to a Fair, as 
that which may not only secure all that is required, but engage also 
the most general interest and personal activity. An energetic effort 
and generous co-operation will place the building in their hands 
thoroughly equipped for the large parochial work which is before 


them.

TO THE PARISHIONERS ОЕ ST. CLEMENT'S CHURCH: 


That part of Philadelphia, of which St. Clement's Church may be 
said to be the center, is in process of transformation. The Parkway on 
the north, crowned by the great Art Museum, is an accomplished fact and 
flanked by the Free Library and the Rodin Museum will in time be a 
monumental Boulevard. Pennsylvania Boulevard, paralleling Arch 
Street to the south, will, also, when completed, be another notable 
concourse. 


As part of this development Twentieth Street is to be widened from 
50 feet to 90, so that in time it, too, will be an imposing thoroughfare. 


This widening of Twentieth Street presented a serious problem to 
the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen of the Parish. Here was 
a historic Church, known among Churchmen throughout the leneth and 
breadth of the land, a shrine for Anglo-Catholics from those abroad as 
well as at home, face to face with possible destruction or removal. What 
could be done? After a careful study of the problem with the Vestry's 
Committee (Messrs. Sheldon P. Ritter, George Lewis Mayer and Clinton 
Rogers Woodruff), our architects, Horace Wells Sellers of our own 
Vestry, and John Penn Brock Sinkler, members of whose family have 
been in times past, as well as at present, closely associated with the 
parish, advised us that the building could be physically moved back the 
40 feet with comparatively little interruption to the services and the life 
of the parish. 


Assured of this by the architects, the next question was the acquisi- 
tion of the necessary land to the west of the present group of buildings, 
the Church, the Parish House and the Priests' House. This was no easy 
task to face. Those who owned the two properties needed knew of our 
necessity and of the increased values of real estate that would result from 
the neighborhood's transformation and sought to realize for themselves 
the benefits accuring from the improvements. The two properties, 2028 


and 2030 Cherry Street, each 18 x 114, running through to Appletree 
Street, were finally purchased for $35,000 apiece, thus making it possible 
to move the plant back a distance of 36 feet. Four feet will have to be 
taken off of the rear of the Parish and Friests' Houses, necessitating a 
rearrangement of St. John's Chapel. 


The ordinance opening Twentieth Street has been passed and 
approved by the Mayor and the Church has received the formal legal 
notice to remove. Accordingly the architects prepared the necessary 
specifications for the work to be done and a contract has been let to H. 
H. Burrell & Company, of Fhiladelphia, for the sum of $141,300 The 
various fees, the insurance premiums and other incidental expenses will 
bring the total needed for the completion of the work to nearly $160,000. 
This latter figure is approximate, but Mr. Ritter assures us that they are 
very close to what will be actually needed. 


This action of the city gives to the Corporation a claim for damages, 
which is being prosecuted by Glenn C. Mead, Esq. (a classmate at 
Harvard of Bishop Rhinelander), who advises us that the necessary 
plans and blue prints have been prepared for the Board of View and that 
there will be a hearing by the jury of view on May 1 to enable us to prove 
title, as it is technically called. It is Mr. Mead's desire, as it is ours, to 
prosecute this claim as speedily as possible, but of course no one cas 
definitely state when the award will actually be made. One of tne favor- 
able features of the situation is that the city has the money to cover the 
expense of widening Twentieth Street out of a municipal loan of 
$8,000,000 negotiated in connection with the Pennsylvania Railroad 
improvements. 


The claim of St. Clement's against the City will be for the deprecia- 
tion of its property resulting from the taking of a piece of ground 114 
feet on Twentieth Street and 40 feet on Cherry and Appletree Streets, 
a total of 4560 square feet. 


So far ordinances widening Twentieth Street between Market and 
Arch have been passed and also for the southwest corner of Twentieth 


and Race to a distance of 78 feet. So far as we are informed only one 
award of damages has actualiy been made, that for the southwest corner 
of Twentieth and Race. 


Mr. Mead also advised us that we have a claim for the cost of remov- 
inz the building 40 feet from its present position, i. e., for the land plus 
the cost of moving. Of course no one can, at this time, prophesy what 
the actual award will be, but our interests will be adequately presented 
and protected by Mr. Mead, who is a road jury expert of long experience. 


These are the developments to date. Durinz the next few months, 
say until October, we will be more or less inconvenienced by the prelim- 
inary preparations for the actual removal. These involve the digging of 
trenches and of new foundations and innumerable details too many to 
mention in a brief article. The actual time required for moving the 
building back will be short but the preliminary steps are numerous. com- 
plicated and troublesome, and patience will have to be exercised by all of 
us. In the end, however, we hope to have a renewed St. Clement's, in a 
strategic position prepared іо du an even greater work for che glory oí 
Cod and the service of man.
